Red Fox, who was arrested here 
last fall on a charge of complicity 
in the murder of an 
old 
lady 
in 
Washington county, Arkansas, for her 
money a little over a year ago, must 
now' face trial for the crime. 
Fox 
fought extradition 
with all 
the vim he possessed, but the courts 
finally decided against him and now 
he will be forced to face the trial 
for one of the blackest crimes ever 
committed. 
Fox, who ran a joint here in Sul­ 
phur, with another pal, planned the 
murder of an old lady in Washing­ 
ton county, Arkansas, a little over 
a year ago, in which they both were 
to share her money. This pal went 
back to Arkansas, and while pre­ 
tending to be sick and enjoying her 
hosp;taiity found an opportunity to 
knock her in the head with a club, 
got her money and left the cpun- 
try. He divided his booty with Fox. 
as he had agreed to do, and left for 
parts unknown. Fox later took his 
pal’s woman to him somewhere in 
Mexico. His pal was finally arrested 
in California and while in jail wrote 
a letter confessing the crime and im­ 
plicated Fox in the crime. He then 
committed suicide.

Seattle, Wash., Sept. ll.—Gold bul­ 
lion valued at 657,000, a part of a 
consignment of 
$170,000 
from 
the 
'Washington-Alaska 
bank 
of 
Fair­ 
banks to the Dexter-Horton National 
bank of Seattle on the 
steamship 
Humboldt, was stolen in transit. 
Lead was substituted in the strong 
box that contained it. 
Discovery of the theft was an­ 
nounced today. 
The 
stolen 
gold 
weighed 250 pounds. When it left 
Fairbanks on a Yukon River steamer 
for Dawson and White Horse, the 
gold was contained in three wooden 
boxes and was in the care of the Alas 
ka-Pacific Express Company. When 
the boxes were opened by the Cana­ 
dian customs officers, at Dawson, the 
gold bars were found to be as stat­ 
ed in the express company’s papers. 
The boxes were opened again at 
the United States assay office In Seat. 
tie Friday noon and the theft was 
discovered. One c ontained pigs of lead 
instead of gold. 
The seals of the boxes were intact 
when they reached the assay office 
and it was evident that the robbery 
ha dbeen committed on board ship. 
The gold was insured against loss 
by the express company. 
The boxes were received at the as­ 
say office Thursday morning and re­ 
mained there until the agents of the 
consignee arrived next day to check 
up the ingots. It is supposed that 
the gold was stolen on the Yukon 
steamer between Dawson and White 
Horse, or on the steamer Humbolt 
between Skagway and Seattle. 
The gold was in the purser’s cab­ 
in. It is not customary on gold ship­ 
ments to take elaborate precautions 
against robbery. 
Detectives buy x© fine. 
Detectives working on the case say 
they have no clew. 
The robbery was much like one 
four years ago. in which $69,000 con­ 
signed to Seattle by the • Washington 
Alaska Bank of FairbaiJs over the 
Yukon RiverSkagway route was stol­ 
en from a wooden strong box, lead 
being substituted. That theft was com 
mitted by a night watchman on a 
Tannana river steamer, winch was 
carrying the gold from Fairbanks to 
the Yukon steamer that was to con­ 
vey it to White Horse. 
He concealed the gold in his state­ 
room. got it back to Fairbanks and 
secreted it so well that after his 
arrest on suspicion the owners of 
the bullion were glad to make terms 
with him. He was promised a short 
prison sentence if he returned the 
gold and he produced $50,000. a1 leg-1 
ing that the other $19,000 had been 
stolen from him.
